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Tagea makos a very Porcefwl impression because of his forthrightnoss and 
the obvious authority with which he es on the French and Italian Com 
munist Parties, particularly the latter. According to Tasea'’s statement, 
during the years immediately following the formation of the Partito Com. 
munista Italiano (PCIy Itelian Commmist Party), he along with Antonie 
Gramsei, Palmiro Pogliattd, and Unberto Terrantni, detarmined the Por line, 
Tasea wrbil 1927 occupied the position of Control er of the French Con» 
minist Party. According to his statement one of the few times that Stalin 
“went in person to speak at the Comintern was in onder to counteraat the

Tesea described Aldo Cuechi and Valdo Magnani as never having been "real 
Commmists.t He stated further that Cucchi and Magnani do not know, nor 

do they understand, the Commmnist Party language, Therefore, their 
speeches, writing, and appeal flow on a different level from the POT md 
have no effact on the true Pol bursaucrnts, In Taseats opinion, the Gueahi, 
anil Magnani movement had two pointe of advantage during its Initial peried 
of developnent: 


a, They represented a thorn which foresd the PCI leadership to face

b, They have had opportunities for capillary work among the lower level 
PCI membership.
